A settlement has been 
arrived ut which includes the retirement of 
the governor whoso exactions lod tho An- 
gherus into armed opposition. 

Gladstone's Cabinet Mt'ctlnic. 

Losdon, Aug. IS. — The first meeting of 
tho new cabinet was held, yesterday. 
Gladstone presided. The session lasted two 
hours. Tho rosohitiouB adopted ut the 
meeting of the Irish societies in Chicago on 
Monday last, aro being used by tho Union- 
ists to embarrass tho Liberals. Tho Times 
suya one of the principal problems of tho 
sepuratiouiBts ia tho treatment of politicul 
prisoners. Tho Times regards the meeting 
at Ogden Grove, Chicago, as proof that the 
dynamiting spirit is still alive. 

Drntli or (lie Duke or Manchester. 

Loxdos, Aug. 18. — The Duko of Man- 
chester died this morning. Ho haa been 
lying seriously ill for some time, and all 
hopo of his recovery had been given up. 
The Duke was born in 18.").'! anil succeeded 
to the title in 18S10. . Ho married Miss 
Yxuaga, of New York. 

Further Russian Oppressions, 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 18.— The Russian 
minister of railways has issued an edict to 
the effect that all the superior officials on 
the Polish railways must henceforth be 
Russians, and that thoy aro to bo given 
authority to dismiss all Polish subordinate 
employes and repluce them by Russians. 
The decree has caused great dismay and 
bitterness among the Poles, and there is 
general expectation of a wholesale dismissal 
of Polish railvvuy employes. 

< a] 1 Tor 11 In I'ruilft in ICnslaiid, 

London, Aug. 18. — The English markets 
aro Hooded with California fruit. The 
Teutonic's cargo brought good figures and 
will most likely be consamcd in London. It 
is doubtful, however, if the next consign- 
ment will fare ua well iu the matter of prices. 

ICIake it Confident Home ICuler. 

London, Aug. 18.— Lion. Edward Blake, 
tlie Canadian, who represents Longford in 
tho now Parliament, has started for a holi- 
day in Quebec. In a farewell address to 
tho Nationalists in Liverpool, he declared 
his belief that in tho next session, or at 
latest, the session after that, Home Rule 
for Ireland will become an accomplished 
fact, 

Frcncli Spin* in Prussia. 

LONDON, Aug. IS.— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Standard says: Three French 
officers and a lady have been arrested as 
spies at Myslowitz, Silesia. Two of tho 
officers had sketches of the country sur- 
rounding Neisse and Glata, They said that 
they were taking a pleasuro trip through 
Eastern Germany and drew the landscape I 
merely for their own private uso. 

Break l'i> «r a Coal syndicate. 

Berlin, Aug. 18. — The great Westphalia 
coal syndicate has broken up owing to the 
failure of some of its members to keep faith 
in maintaining prices at the fixed standard. 

Arrest or Italian Anarchists. 

Vienna, Aug. 18 — The Trieste police have 
captured a number of Italian Anarchists 
who hud come to that city for tho purpose 
of inciting acts of violence against tho Aus- 
trian authorities. 

Tlie Knitter SHU Hates Bismarck. 

BERLIN, Aug. 18.— There has been some 
mystery concerning the Emperor's ubsenco 
from the dinner given by the officers of the 
(itiards on Tuesday evening. The dinner 
wua to commemorate the victory of Mars- 
La-Tour, in tho Franco-German war. Tho 
Emperor had expressly declared that bo 
would be present. At the last moment, the 
committee in charge were notified that the 
Emperor would not be able to attend. The 
explanation of this sudden change of mind 
is found, to-day, in the accounts of the din- 
ner, which mention that Count Herbert 
Bismarck and Count William Bismarck 
were present, lioth were formerly officers 
in the regiments of the Guards now in tho 
Berlin garrison. Tho Emperor did not 
learn that they were to ho present until 
shortly before tho evening of tho dinner. 
Even the anti-Bismarckians hero feel that 
the Emperor might better have gone, rather 
than show his dislike of Bismarck through 
such a petty slight. 

Tlie Silver Question. 

London, Aug. 17.— Tho Standard in an 
editorial on tho silver question yesterday, 
said: Tho day is approaching when America 
will discover that it is easier to become 
possessed of a debased form of money than 
to get quit of it. By a lucky " fluke," or a 
great sacrifice, she may surmount the danger, 
but it is otherwise with India, and wo aro 
astonished that Indian statesmen havo npt 
sooner awakened to the necessity of check- 
ing tho mischief, Wo must avoid grnspinc 
at nostrums. A thorough overhauling and 
redaction of homo charges would do more to 
relievo India and give her time to recuper- 
ate than all other suggested remedies, 
The stoppage of tho coinage of silver in 
Indian mints would not pay Indian debts 
abroad, but might smash trade with tire 
Straits settlements, China and Japan, 
while tho adoption of a gold standard would 
not bo beneficial, being only likely to cur- 
tail exports. 

The I'znr anil tlie .lew*. 

St, PetKRSBORG, Aug. 17. — The Czar has 
issued an ukase forbidding the Jews in tho 



Caucasus to own or rent petroleum wells. 
It is allegod that tho business of oil produc- 
tion has been gradually falling into the 
hands of the Jews, some of whom have re- 
alized considerable profit. 



CAPTURED AND HELD. 

The Guardian of the Tennessee Convicts In 
tho Hands of the Miners. 

KNOXVILLK, Tcnn., Aug. 18.— Captain 
Roller Anderson, who for nearly a year has 
held the convicts at Coal Creek, is in the 
hands of tho miners at last. Tho latest 
reports, which aro reliable, say that the 
battle at Camp Anderson was commenced 
as early as 10 o'clock, this morning. For 
soveral hours tho firing was not general. 
About 2 o'clock, miners to tho number of a 
thousand, made an organized assault 
on the fort, and were successfully 
repulsed. Tho Beeond assault was 
easily repulsed. The third attempt 
resulted in a regular pitched battle, and the 
gatling guns got in their work, but to what 
extent is not known. Soveral of the assail- 
ants were wounded and some of tlicm were 
probably killed ; but no ono knows for cer 
tain. No one is allowed to approach within 
half a mile of the fort unless he is known to 
bo in sympathy with tho miners. It is 
therefore impossible to get the names, or 
even tho number of tho killed or wounded. 
Between the first and second assault on the 
fort threo miners were captured. They sent 
up a flag of truce to Capt. Anderson to ask for 
release. He was expecting such a message 
and met tho men on equal grounds. He 
was seized by several of them and rushed 
down tho hill and finally taken to ono of the 
hotels in the village, where he iB guarded 
by Robert LindBay, a deputy U.S. marshal, 
and a number.of friends. They are holding 
him as a hostage and will not agreo to give 
him up until the troops and convicts aro 
withdrawn from the valley. Iu the mean- 
time Burl Lindsay, a desperate character, 
and a brother of the deputy marshal, is try- 
ing to organize a mob to lynch Anderson. 
The hotel is surrounded by some .'100 well- 
armed men. This is one story. Tho miners 
have another to tho effect that Captain 
AnderBon was drunk, and came outside of 
the fortification and the boys picked him 
up without trouble. His force of 130 men 
are still holding tho fort. The men, have 
seen on short rutions for three days, every 
avenue of supply having been cut off 

LATER. — It is said that Captain Anderson 
has been taken from the hotel where he 
was guarded, and spirited away. It is sup- 
posed he haa been lynched.

Transportation Facilities and Road 
linprovement-A Matter of Finance

The 1892 exhibition of tho British Colum- 
bia Agricultural Association, to open on 
September 27, will bo tho biggest and best 
affair of the kind that this Province has 
ever seen — that is if thoroughly suitable 
buildings und ground?, a high class of ex- 
hibits and plenty of hard work ensure suc- 
cess. 

That the directors mean business and 
are shoulder to shoulder in laboring for 
the advancement of tho objects of tho as- 
sociation's existence was shown by the large 
attendance and the enthusiasm displayed at 
last evening's meeting held in tho secre- 
tary's ollice on Douglas street, and presided 
over by Mr. W. H. Ellis, president of the 
Association. 

At tho meeting, which opened shortly 
after 8 o'clock and lasted fully three hours, 
there were present tho secretary, Mr. W. 
H. riainbridge, Provincial Inspector E. 
Hittcherson and Messrs. W. Lorimer, N. 
Shakespeare, R. Seabrook, S. E. Tohnio, 
H. King, W. J. Pendray, T. W, Carter, 
D. R. Ker, J. Holland, C. E. Renouf, G. 
A. Perrin and M. I!aker. ,. 

Routine business was first disposed of, 
and then a letter from Hon. D. \V. Kig- 
gins, president of the K.E.T. it L. Co., was 
taken into consideration. It dealt with the 
reorganization of the tramway service, an 
incidental feature of the highest importance 
in connection with the attendance at the 
fair. Last year's car arrangements were 
entirely inadequate, and aa this fall the dc- 
mund for cheap and quick transportation to 
tho grounds will bo heavier than ever, it 
was considered advisable to havo the Secre- 
tary address a reply to the President and 
Directors of tho Tramway Company, im- 
pressing upon them the urgent need of a 
satisfactory service dining exhibition week, 
und urging them to make a special effort to 
meet the necessity. 

As nothing can be dono without money, 
arid plenty of it — particularly nothing in 
tho exhibition line — it was decided to make 
a thorough and systematic canvas of the 
city for subscriptions, the president, the 
chairman, of the Finance committee, and 
tho secretary, being entrusted with tho 
work of dividing tho city into districts, and 
apportioning the work of collection. Tho 
City Council will also be formally asked to 
assisi the show, which means so mush to 
the city, with a grant of SI, 000. 

On motion of Mr. C. E. Renouf and In- 
spector Hutcherson tho directors resolved 
to appoint one responsible man as Superin- 
tendent of tho exhibition, and applications 
for tho position will he invited by adver- 
tisement, August 24 being named as tho 
last day for their reception, and the super- 
intendent entoring upon his duties on Sep- 
tember I, 

The greatest euro will this year bo taken 
in selecting as judges men especially fitted 
by experience for tho soveral departments, 
the one-judge system being endorsed by the 
directors as most generally productive of 
satisfactory resultB, besides being tho moat 
"workable." 

Ono other step taken before tho adjourn- 
ment last evening was in tho direction of 
makinrr the road to the oxhibition grounds an 
easier one for all to travel, tho secretary 
being requested to communicate with the 
Provincial Government, with a view to hav- 
ing tho extension of Edmonton road from 
Richmond road to the Driving Park, op- 
ened and graded by " Fair time."

Formal Prorogation of Both Houses 
by Koyal Commission 
Yesterday. 



Honors Conferred by Her Majesty- 
List of Additional Cabinet 
Appointments. 

London, Aug. 18.— The Cabinet was 
completed to-day by tho appointment of 
Professor J. Bryce, tho distinguished 
writer, and M, P. for South Aberdeen, to 
be Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
an ofiico held under Lord Salisbury by tho 
Duke of Rutland. This office now carries a 
soat in the Cabinet. Right Hon. George 
Shaw-Lefevro was appointed to-day First 
Commissioner of Public Works and Buildings 
an ofiico not in the cabinet. Rt. Hon. Ed- 
ward Majoribauks has been appointed par- 
liamentary under secretary of the treasury. 
Rt. Hon. J. Thibbert has been appointed 
financial secretary of treasury. Mr. J. F. 
Ellis, Nottingham ; Richard Knight Cau- 
ston, West Southwark, and Mr. W. A. Mc- 
Arthur, of Mid Cornwall, havo been ap- 
pointed junior lords of tho treasury. Hon. 
C. H. Spencer has been appointed vice- 
chamberlain of the household. Hon. Geo. 
Granville Leveson Gower ban been appoint- 
ed comptroller of tho household. 

Parliament wus prorogued this ovening 
until December 4th. The announcement 
was made in the House of Lords by tho 
Royal Commissioners Baron Herschel und 
Earl Spencer, tho Earl of Kimberly, the 
Marquis of Ripon and Viscount Oxenbridge. 
Tho House of Commons, which had resumed 
its sitting a few minutes after nine o'clock, 
was summoned to the House of Lords by 
tho Black rod to hear tho prorogation. Five 
minutes later tho Speaker returned without 
tho muco. He withdrew then without hav- 
ing taken tho chuir, and thus Parliament 
stood prorogued. The oilieial dissolution 
honors have been announced. They 
include a Marqucsute for the Earl 
of Zetland, late Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; 
an Earldom for Visceuut Cranbrook, late 

the Right Hon. Geo. Cubitt, Sir Rainold 
Knightley, Sir Thomas Brooks, Sir Archi- 
bald Campbell, of Bly the wood ; Win. 
Tyssen Amherst, Wm. John Leigh, John 
Mullholland and John Allen, Sir Matthew 
White, Bidley Brownes, privy councillor, 
as well ns Jesse Collings, M.P. , and Alex- 
ander Stavely Hill, M. P., Mr. Lawson, of 
the Daily Telegraph, gets a baronetcy ; 
Ashmead Bartlett, M.P., John Blunaell 
Maple, M.P., and Dr. Smith, the author, 
receive knighthoods.

BRITISH HOME TROUBLES-

VfESTSIINSTEH. 

Westminster, Aug. 18.— The city water 
main from Coiiuitlam Lako is carried over 
Brunette creek on the bridge just abovo 
traflic, and within the lines of the street. 
A short distance above this, there is a dam 
erected by H. S. Rowling to hold back a 
largo quantity of saw logs until the water is 
high enough to cut the dam and Hush the 
logs down the stream to tho Fraser. The 
Water Commissioners fearing that if the 
dam bo out, tho bridgo carrying the water 
main would bo endangered by tho saw logs 
rushing down upon it, have applied for an 
injunction to restrain Mr. Rowling from 
cutting tho dam. Justice McCreight has 
granted an interim injunction restraining 
Rowling. 

A meeting of tho directors of the Anglo- 
British Columbian Packing company was 
held at Stevcston yesterday, when the ad- 
visability of packing cohoes salmon this 
season \va3 discussed. Nothing definito has 
been agreed upon in this respect ; but tho 
matter will be settled in a few days. It is 
likely, however, that several of the canner- 
ies will pack cohoes, as will others outsido 
of tho syndicate. Tho total pack on the 
river up to date, it is learned on re- 
liable authority, is not more than -10,000 
cases. The Fisheries department has ex- 
tended the open season for small mesh fish- 
ing to September 1, and it is believed the 
season will be further extended to Septem- 
ber 15, in order to allow packers to make 
the most of tho late run, should one come 
along. 

A large quantity of cedar shingles from 
Washington Stato are being shipped over 
the Canudiun Pacific road, via Mission, to 
Manitoba. The duty on cedar shingles is 
20 per cent, ad valorem. 

The quarterly meeting of the Board of 
Fire Insuranco Underwriters yesterday took 
into account the question of taking immedi- 
ate steps to lower insurance rates, in view 
of the increased fire protection afforded by 
the new water works system. 

The work of marking the entranco to the 
channel of the North Arm is being executed. 
It will bo carried out and completed in a 
most elaborate manner. The Rustler will 
also do repairs to tho North Arm bridges. 

A meeting of tho Exhibit committee"6f 
the British Columbia Exhibit Association 
was held, yesterday afternoon, to make 
final arrangements for the exhibit to be sent 
to Toronto and other fairs. The committee 
will not bo able to make such a creditable 
display this year as last. The season is 
much later and many fruits and vegetables 
are not now in condition. None of tho 
cities have made grants, and tho §500 
usually appropriated by the Government 
has been withdrawn. 

It is proposed to complete the city dyke 
on Lulu Inland to the terminus of tho Gov- 
ernment dyke. Tho union of these dykes 
will form a good road for tho Richmond 
farmers to bring in their produce.

RETURNING TO ENGLAND. 



All Preliminaries of the Crofter Colo- 
nization Scheme aro Well 
iu Hand. 



Major Clark will Now Devote Himself 
to Completing 1 the Company's 
Organization, 



Major William Clark, who arrived in this 
city lately for the purpose of conferring with' 
the Government rogarding ilio schemes for 
colonization and tho development of the 
deep-sea fisheries, leaves for England thiB 
morning. 

The Major, before taking tho steamer, in- 
formed a Colonist reporter that he has 
come to a satisfactory understanding with 
the Government, which will enable his 
syndicate to proceed, on hi3 arrival in Lou- 
don, with the plana for tho formation of the 
Commercial Company which ia to co-operate 
with the Government in carrying out tho 
objects of the acts passed in this connection 
at the last session of tho Legislature. 

On tho formation of tho company $100,- 
000 will be deposited here to tftie credit of 
the Province, and thereafter an agreement 
will be entered into between the Govern- 
ment and the company which will define in 
detail tho provisions of tho acts and which 
will enable work to bo commenced without 
delay in such preparations as are deemed 
necessary for the reception of tho first batch 
of Colonists. 

Major Clark fully believes that the suc- 
cess of the scheme will largely depend upon 
the care taken in selecting tho first fifty 
families, and in the completeness of the pre- 
parations for their reception. 

Everything, therefore, that experience 
can suggest will be brought to bear on tho 
initial stages of the work. With the foun- 
dations properly laid, there is every reason 
to believe that the scheme will grow to bo- 
come one of tho most important factors in 
the development, of this province. 

It is understood that tho company will be 
formed in England early in October, and it 
is hoped that considerable preparatory pro- 
gresa will bo made in the province before 
the close of the current year.

Wliltclnw Held. 

New Yoke, Aug. 17. — Whitelaw Reid, 
candidate for Vice-President, loft Jersey 
City at 10 a. m. for Springfield, III,, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Reid, Private Secretary 
Fiaon and others.

San Francisco, Aug. 17.— Tho Customs 
inspector discovered 100 more tins of opium 
to-day on tho steamer Michigan.

.Not lo Take Dir. Stump. 
Nkw York, Aug. 17. — The Mail and Ex- 
press' Loon Lake special says : Tho Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Harrison yesterday took a 
long ride in the evening. About tho some 
timo Collector Hendricks, who also is here, 
went for a drive with Tibbetts, tho Presi- 
dent's stenographer. This morning Mr. 
Harrison had a consultation with Mr. Hen- 
dricks. The correspondents for tho Demo- 
cratic papers here telegraphed that the visit 
of Hendricks was for t. tie purpose of urging 
upon President Harrison the necessity of 
taking tlie stump this fall, but Lieut.

AgiUust the Aliens. 

San Francisco, Aug. 17. — A petition wus 
put in circulation in this city, to-day, and 
was numerously signed, in which the gov- 
ernment at Washington is called upon not 
to admit the ollicers of the Main line of 
steamers which recently camo under the 
American flag, to American citizenship 
without going through the usual forms im- 
posed on other aliens.

Planner, of Harbor 15 of tho American

Wallace, also representing tho Pilots. 

British Politics. 

Nkw York, Aug. 17. — The World's Lon- 
don special says : The Irish vice-royalty is 
the only appointment in Mr. Gladstone's 
cabinet over which any difficulty arose. It 
was intimated to him by tho Irish party 
when Lord Brussey's nomination to the post 
was announced this morning, that Lord 
Aberdeen or Lord Oarrington would bo pre- 
ferable for the appointment. Lord Brassoy 
was on tho feuce for a time, when 
Gladstone produced his Homo Rulo 
bill, in 1884, and is not regarded 
by tho Irish party us being a strong 
man in any sense. Mr. Gladstone immedi- 
ately bowed to tho views of tho Irish party, 
and as Lord Canington was otherwise pro- 
vided for ho appointed Lord Houghton. 
Lord Houghton is the youngest viceroy Ire- 
land has ever had, being .'il years of age. 
Ho is a tall, handsome and popular man, of 
literary tastes, and holds strong Radical 
views. Lord Aberdeen could not tako office 
because of tho large outlay it entailed. The 
appointment of Lord Houghton is received 
with mixed feelings in Ireland, but is better 
liked than that of Lord Hrasscy. 

Fire nml Death. 

— This morning 
lire broke out in the stables of Jabez A. 
Bostowipk, tha Standard Oil magnate, Ori- 
ental Point. Soon after tho fire was dis- 
covered Bostowick came out on the pi- 
azza very much excited. Ho had been in 
ill health for some time, but gave a few 
orders and then suddenly Bank down mi- 
lojscious. Ho was removed, but in a fow 



moments gave a convulsive gasp and fell 
back dead. Tho estate is estimated at 
530,000,000.

RECALCITRANT. 

It is curious to observe how tenacious 
City Councils are of power, and how reluc- 
tant they are to submit to authority, even 
when common senso should tell their mem- 
bers that submission is for the good oi the 
community whoso affairs they havo been 
elected to regulate. We see that the City 
Council oi Vancouver has set itself iu oppo- 
sition to tho Provincial Health ollicer in the 
matter of tho isolation of suspects. Accord- 
ing to a telegram sent by tho Local Health 
officer, Dr. Herald, tho city authorities ro- 
fuso to remove suspecta from the Columbian 
hotel, when tho Provincial Health; officer 
directs that they shall bo placed in a proper 
quarantine station. Disinterested observers 
naturally ask who is tho more likely to 
know where the suspects ought tobe placed, 
Dr. Davie, a physician of high reputation, 
who has Bhown that ho knows how to 
provent tho spread of smallpox, or 
the members of tho Vancouver City 
Council, who aro all laymen, who can 
know but little of tho dread disease, and 
who are ignorant as to what aro tho beat 
means of stamping it out? There can bo 
hut ono answer to this question. The ex- 
perienced physician ia, without question, 
the best adviser in such a caso, and prudent, 
-•sensible men should be only too glad to 
havo the benefit of his advice, and should 
carry out his directions without a moment's 
hesitation. 

Such a body as a City Council ought to 
feel pleased to bo saved the responsibility 
of dealing with tho outbreak of tho small- 
pox. When the Provincial Health Officer 
gives directions as to what is to be done 
in a given caso he takes tho responsi- 
bility off tho shoulders of tho Council. All 
it has then to do is carefully to carry out his 
•directions, and if harm comes of submitting 
to his guidance the blame is his, and not 
theirs. In tho instance under considera- 
tion, if tho smallpox spreads from the 
Columbian Hotel, which it is more than 
likely to do, the City Council will bo held 
responsible for the result, whereas, if they 
obeyed the doctor'a orders no one could 
juatly charge them with having done wrong, 
no matter whit may happen. This con- 
sideration alone, one would think would, 
both hero and in Vancouver, cause the civic 
authorities heartily to co-operate witli the 
Provincial Health Officer. Hut it seems 
that in both places his interference is re- 
sented by tho very men who receive the 
most benefit from that interference.

" THAT MOMENTOUS CHANGE:' 

Tho Saint Paul Pioneer-Press, speaking 
of tho "momentous change" that bus just 
taken place in Great Britain, saya : J 

Although the result waa known in ad- 
vance, there ia something thrilling and in- 
spiring in the scone in the British Parlia- 
ment that marked tho transfer of power 
from party to party. The debate on tho 
Queen's address was but tho accompaniment 
uud setting for the groat event. Mr. Glad- 
stone and his associates for tho one side, 
and Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamberlain for 
the other, summed up and repeated all of 
uttack and defence that has been heard by 
tho country for weeks, and oven months, 
past. Each made his cuso as perfect as ho 
could, and then cumo tho formal act by which 
tho peoplo of the British Kmpiro through 
their duly chosen representatives declared 
that tho Government of Lord Salisbury had 
forfeited their confidence and directed Mr. 
Glrdatono to take up the work that ho must 
resign. Tho inauguration of a President in 
this country ia comparable to it, but oven 
that does not register the transfer of legisla- 
tive power. 

It is not surprising that a republican 
should regard the "momentous change" that 
was effected ao quietly and with auch little 
excitement in a monarchical country with 
wondering interest. Effect is not given to 
the will of tho peoplo in what is considered 
the model republic of tho world ao promptly 
and so effectually. In an astonishingly 
short time after tho peoplo had declar- 
ed their wishes at the polls the 
Government of Groat Britain bowed to 
their decision and without hesitation and 
without a murmur transferred the manage- 
ment of tho affairs of the country into the 
hands of tho men favored by a majority of 
tho peoplo. This, too, was done us a matter 
of course. It never enterod the mind of 
anyono in Great Britain after the result of 
tho elections waa known that tho men in 
power could uct iu any other way. 

This will appear the moro wonderful to 
the foreigner when ho considers that there 
is no law in Great Britain which requires 
tho Government defeated at tho polla to re- 
sign offico and to make wuy for tho men 
who had opposed them during their term of 
power. Neither i3 there anything on tho 
Statute Book of tho nation requiring the 
Sovereign to chooso her advisers from the 
party in which tho people at the polls havo 
expressed confidence. The whole proceeding 
is a matter of custom and precedent. Yot 
no provision ot a written constitution, 
sanctioned in the moat solemn way known 
to nations, could havo greater force or could 
be more closely followed. The people of 
Great Britain have tacitly agreed to bo 
governed according to the will of tho 
majority as soon as that will, constitution 
ally oxpresaed, in known. This great un- 
recorded agreement ia faithfully carried out 
by men of all aliades of political opinion 
If any party leader attempted to act in con 
traventiou of that agreement, tho first men 
to opposo hint and to denounce him as a 
man dangerous to tho State, would in all 
probability be tho members of hia own 
party. But the strange thing to thoae who 
believe that men require to be bound down 
by written constitutiona to which they havo 
sworn obedience, is that in the present state 
of public opinion in Great Britain, any 
other course except that pursued the other 
day by Lord Salisbury, is looked upon ua a 
political impossibility. It must fill them 
with wonder to aeo a nation so loyal to 
precedent and bo faithfully and so strictly 
observant of custom. 



A PROJECTED RAILROAD. 

Tho latest big enterprise talked about in 
Eastern Canada is the Labrador Railway. 
The projectors of this road expect by its 
means to lessen the sea voyago to Europe 
by one-half. It ia proposed to construct a 
railroad from Chicoutimi, the eastern ter- 
minus of tho Lake St. John Railway, to 
a port called Marnham, on the coast of 
Labrador. The distance is 850 miles. 
Marnhum is about 1,000 miles from tho city 
of Quebec. A fast steamer could niako tho 
run from Marnham to Milford Haven in 
threo days. There are 110 engineering diffi- 
culties of any account on tho route. The 
country, however, ia barren, and is too cold 
ever to be sottlod to any ex- 
tent. Tho sanguino projectors talk about 
tho mineral riches of tho region. 
Iron, mica and plumbago have beon 
found thero, and, no doubt, other metals 
could bo discovered ; but, the country ia so 
inhospitable that it is not likoly that its 
mineral resources, even if they were much 
greater than they aro described to be, will 
over bo developed. Tho port of Marnham 
ii closed by ice for four or fivo months of 
tho year, and, no doubt, icobergs would bo 
f ound in the ocean ncttr it tit certain seasons 
in unpleasant profusion. 

It will be concluded from what is known 
of tho country through which the road 
is to run, that almost the only traffic it 
would havo, would be passengers. So great 
j. thortening of tho sea voyage would bo an 



THE CHOLERA. 

The approach of the cholera from the East 
still continues to alarm the inhabitants of 
Europo and Americu. Its advance has not 
been rapid, but it has been steady and con- 
tinuous. The cases iu St. Petersburg, which 
wero considered sporadic, have been follow- 
ed by others, which have ahown that the 
disease had reached that point in its west- 
ward progress. It has also appeared in 
Moscow. Tho mortality has been consider- 
able, but not so great ua might be expected 
conaidoring the weakened condition of many 
of the inhabitants of the famino-Btricken 
districts. Cholera riots have beon of fre- 
quent occurrence in different parts of 
Russia. Agitators, both social and political, 
have tried to influence the mindsof the popu- 
laceagainattho physiciaua.and in many cases 
they have been only too successful. Hos- 
pitals have been attacked and murders have 
beeir committed by tho excited and mis- 
guided mobs. Theso mob3 it appears aro 
no rcapecters of persona. They resolutely 
attack all who endeavor to quiet them and 
to perauado them not to do mischief whether 
they aro medical men, Government or 
municipal officials or priests. In ono place 
they killed a druggist und hia assistant, iu 
another they fell upon a priest and beat 
him very severely, and in a third they 
turned upon the police who were trying to 
reatoro order mortally wounding ono of 
their numbor. Tho ignorant and panic- 



stricken peaaauts aro cruelly suspicioun 
and are ready to do violence to any one 
whom they foolishly bcliovo is trying to in- 
jure them. 

This tendency to disorder among tho 
peasantry has caused tho authorities to be 
very severe Proclamations havo been is- 
sued against the unprincipled agitators who, 
for purposes of their own, take ud vantage of 
the cholera panic to create trouble and dis- 
turbance. General Baranoff announces that 
ho will haye every agitator who is caught in 
the act of stirring up tho common people 
hanged on tho spot, while hia accomplices 
will bo hanged by martial law. A little 
wholesomo severity in such circumstances 
is really merciful and may avert greater 
evils. 

In some parts of Russia there seems to 
havo been such an exodus as must havo left 
the district almost without inhabitants. Wo 
read that about 120,000 of tho inhabitants 
fled from Baku, a city on the west coaat of 
the Caspian Sea, tho population of which, 
according to our guzettoer, is only G4,00O. 
The population of the province, however, is 
567,092. The flight of so large a proportion of 
tho inhabitants shows how greatly tho peoplo 
of that part of Russia fear tho approach of 
tho cholora. The plague baa appeared on 
tho east coast of tho Caspian, carrying off 
quite a number of persons, and tho peoplo 
of tho west coast, taking tho alarm, hoped 
to escape its ravages by going to Tillis and 
other cities, which it is said they crowded. 

The cholera has not yet, AS far as wo can 
learn, gono beyond the Russian border. A 
most rigid quarantine has been established 
against Russia in the Darnrbian principali- 
ties, and in Germany and Austria. En- 
quiry has shown that what was believed to 
bo tho Asiatic cholera in Paris, was caused 
by tho drinking water, of part of tho in- 
habitants. -Tho diseaso broko out in a 
lunatic asylum in Chartes. Forty casca 
wero reported, and thero wero twenty 
deaths. It is believed that the outbreak 
was caused by somo infected linen sent to 
tho asylunin from a laundry uear Paris.

[Nanoy Han!:;; ::; a bright bay mare about 15J 
hands nigh, foaled in 1880. In conformation 
the mare Is not unlike Jay KyoSoeor Goldsmith 
Maid. Sho was bred by Henry Boswoll, a 
farmer near Lexington, Ky., and is by Happy 
Medium, out of Nancy Luc, by Dictator; second 
dam Sophie, tlio granddam of Alike Wilkes, 
2:15;, by Edwin Forrest. Her breeding is of 
the cholcosr, and is strongly llumblctonian. 
Happy Medium is one of the greatest sons of 
l liu gioit '• hero of Chester," having sired more 
jK.Tioniiors in tlie '±'M list than any other except 
cieorno Willie* and Electioneer. Ills progeny 
hive, however, been more distinguished for 
speed, than for staying quality. Iho dam of 
Uappy Medium was Prlncesss. by Andrus' 
Hainbletonlan, a mare with a strong infusion 
oC thoroughbred blood, and tlio oompodtor 
with Flora Temple in many a hard-iought 
race. Mr. Boswell, tho breeder of Nancy 
Hanks, is not known as a horseman, but, like 
thousand < of other Kentucky farmers, ho has 
B few mares and breeds from thorn. Nanoy 
Hanks made her debut on tho turf at Harrods- 
burn, Ky., in July. 1889, In a I! year-old class, 
and easily defeated a party of six, trotting the 
heats alio won in 2:j~1, 2:251, 2:25}. Tho first 
beat was won by Bonnie VVllinoro in 2:28}, and 
that she gave to Bonnie Wilmore to let him 
make a record. A week later, at Danville, Ky., 
sholowered her mark to 2:211, and that year 
she won seven races. In 1S!W sho again made 
bersiart at. Uarrodsburg, defeating a very fast 
party In straight heats and lowering her record 
to2:l!tJ. At Nioholasvlllo. Ky., sho reduced 
bermrak to 2:18 in a third heat, and at Lexing- 
ton. Ky„ August 23, sho won In 2.19J, 2:l'Jj, 
2:11), tlio last being tho fastest heat by 
a -i year-old outside of California.

CHKIST CHUECH CATHEDRAL. 



The Competitive Plans for the Pro- 
posed New Edifice Publicly Ex- 
hibited Yesterday. 



'.Fides," Messrs. I vers & Keith, De- 
clared Successful— General De- 
scriptions of the Designs. 



Tho plana aubmiited to Uio committee in 
the competition for the proposed now 
Christ Church Cathedral wero on exhibi- 
tion, yesterday, in tho cathedral school 
house. They wero visited by a largo num- 
bor of local architects and builders, as well 
as tho public generally. Tho first selected 
set of designs, approved by tho experts, and 
named by the committee as successful in 
the competition is that bearing the signa- 
ture " Fides," prepared by Messrs. Ivors & 
Keith, of Victoria, 13. C, a detailed de- 
scription of which is as followa : 

GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 

Tho cross is retained as the basis of the 
plan, making the transepts shallower than 
in most of tho old examples, which usually 
had a largo number of chapels opening off 
them ; these are not now required, though 
ono has been provided, placed on the south 
side of tho sanctuary. 

Tho tower is placed in tho centre of 
tho west front, with western transepts, 
which not only form a large Uallilce porch 
within, but externally with tho tower, winch 
rises to a height of 270 feet, forming an im- 
posing feature for miles round, both by 
land and soa. Kly Cathedral has its tower 
similarly placed, as also many of the cathe- 
drals of Germany. 

Tho crossing bus been surmounted by a 
light Heche, covered with copper. Tho 
upex of this is 160 feet abovo tho level of 
ISurdotte avenue. 

There uro two turrets, 9.'i feet high, on 
each side of the east gable, which has been 
retained as a specially English feature. 

STYLE. 

The architecture of the thirteenth century 
has been followed and tho result has been 
tho production of a Cathedral of dignified 
proportions rather than of elaborate detail ; 
such enrichment as there is, externally, has 
been concentrated in two or three special 
points, e.g., tho west doorway and the 
the springing of the spire. Internally, the 
principal decoration has been put in the 
sanctuary. 

The memorial glass of the present east 
window, for the east window of the side 
chapel, has been treated in a later style 
than the rest of tho church, so as to form a 
complete and harmonious design in itself. 

ENTRANCES. 

Tho principal entrances are at the west 
end. The largest to the west will be used 
on special occasions. For ordinary use, tho 
double doors on the N. W. and S. W. traus- 
cepts will be amply suflicient. All these 
open into a largo tlallilee porch, which is 
separated from tho nave by a stone screen 
filled with plate glass. This, as well as 
being a great preventive of draughts, will 
enable any person, without actuully enter- 
ing tho church, to see what part of the ser- 
vice is being performed. All external 
doors are made to open outwards, in com- 
pliance with the law of British Columbia; 
thoso in tho screen are double swing-doors. 
All doors throughout are of oak. 

EATING. 

Fixed pews have been provided for only 
1,000, leaving the passages wide enough to 
admit of chairs being placed in them— one 
row in each of tho side passages, and two 
rows in tho centre, whenever tho full ac- 
commodation is required. This will still 
leave passages of sullicieut width. The 
pows have been kept in us few blocks as 
possible, there being no; passage across 
them from north to south; such could 
easily bo added, howevor, if desired, by 
omitting two of the seats in the centre 
blocks. Space has been left ftt the east end 
of the nave so that the choir and clergy can 
enter tho chancel from tho west. 

All tho passages open into tho largo 
western porch, thus avoiding confusion 
when the congregation breaks up, as all 
have then to gC in one direction, i. e., to- 
wards the west. 

Tho seat3 are so arranged that tho pillars 
interfero with them as little us possible, and 
they are planned of lengths to exactly seat 
a certain number. 

There is a gallery in the tower; this is 
not intended for general use, but might be 
used on special occasions, or for accom- 
modating a school. 

The south transept and chapel have no 
fixed seats in them; if the former is seated 
with chairs, theso will be so placed as to be 
used in connection with either the main 
building or tho side chapels, as may be re- 
quired. 

Tho total accommodation, as shown on 
the ground plan, is 1,408, allowing 3-3x1-8 
for each person. 

FONT. 

The font is placed in the ccntro of the 
■\vest end of the nave ; this arrangement 
gives tho altar at the east and the font at 
west end, both on the centre line of the 
building. A platform is provided for it, 
raising it well above the nave floor. The 
font will thus bo well seen from all parts of 
the church — an important point, as the 
baptismal service usually forms part of the 
general service, at which a congregation is 
present. The font is provided with a cover, 
hung by counterpoise weights, and the 
waste pipe from it is carried to a special 
rubble pit — not joined to the ordinary drain. 

THE PULPIT. 
Tho pulpit is on the north side, so that 
when tho south transept is used for general 
services, thoso seated there can better bear 
tho preacher. 

LITANY DESK. 
A litany desk, wide enough for two 
clergy, has been provided in the main alley, 
near the east end of the nave. 

( SCREENS. 

There is a high, open screen, between the 
nave and the choir ; this, as well us mark- 
ing tho principal divisions of tho church, will 
very materially aid tho icsthetio effect of 
the interior. Tho sides of the choir and 
sanctuary uro also screened. 

LECTERN. 

Tho lectern is placed to tho west of tho 
screen, so that the reader may he better 
heard than if placed in tho ccntro of the 
choir, tho usual position where tho nave is 
not U8cd for congregational purposes. 

STALLS AND CHOIR SEATS. 

The choir is under tho crossing, so that 
tho largo western piers do not come in the 
way of the pews. There is accommodation 
for,, r >2 boys, 24 men and 20 clergy— each 
row, of seals being raised above the one in 
. front. 

On ordinary occasions tho two front rows 
on cuch sido only need bo utilized, the 
others will give ample space for tho singers 
in tho case of a choral festival. The stalls 



can bo set apart for tho uso of tho clergy of 
tho diocese. 

THE ORGAN. 
The organ is in the north transept, where 
there is abundant height and room 
for tho sound to spread. Tho ceil- 
ing of this transept has been kept 
near _ tho lovel of tho arch open- 
ing into tho crossing, so that no pocket 
will bo formed to causo echo or be otherwise 
detrimental to tho sound. 

INTERNAL STEPS. 

The choir is raised thrco steps abovo tho 
nave floor, and uudor tho eastern arch of 
tho crux there is a further riso of two steps 
to a broad platform in front of the altar- 
rail. There is a gate at both the North and 
South of this platform, opening iuto the 
aisles, through which commuuicantscan pass. 

THRONE. 

The Episcopal throno is placed on the 
South sido, under tho Fast arch of tho crux, 
raised two steps abovo tho communicants' 
platform. 

ALTAR RAIL. 

The altar rail is on the singlo step to the 
East of tho communicants' platform. 

THE ALTAR. 

The altar stands on a foot pace, seven 
steps abovo the communicants' platform, 
making it twelve steps above tho nave lloor. 

Between the altar and reredos there is a 
narrow passage. 

The reredos forms part of tho screen be- 
tween the sanctuary and the rectro-chair. 

CREDENCE AND SEDILIA. 

The credence and sedilio uro placed on 
the south side of tho sanctuary. 

SfDE CHAPEL. 

There is also provided u aide chapel on 
tho south side of the sanctuary. This will 
be seated with chairs, and if desired, the 
seating of the south transept can ho so ar- 
ranged that it can he used in connection 
with the chapel. 

VESTRIES, ETC. 

Separato vestries are provided for men 
and boys, entering from Uae street and 
communicating by a wide oak Btaircnse with 
a landing, from which there is a door into 
the priest's vestry, and also iuto the north 
transept. The bishop's vestry and sacristy 
open ell' the priest's vestry, which also has 
a door into the north choir aisle. Thero is 
free communication between all these rooms 
without entering the church. There is a 
lavatory on tho lowor floor for tho use of 
the choir, and a wash basin is provided in 
both the bishop's and priest's vestries. In 
the sacristy, there is a long press for altar 
frontals, a chest of drawers and also a sink, 
at which (lowers can bo arranged, and any 
work of u like nature done. 

The piscina in sacristy to receive the 
water in which altar linen has been washed, 
baa its waste carried to a rubble pit, and 
not joined to a drain. 

Ample accommodation has been provided 
in tho vestries for all vestments, etc., and 
in the priest's vestry there is an iron lire- 
proof safe for keeping documents. 

CHAPTER HOUSE. 

The chapter house opens off tho North 
transept. It measures 20x32 feet. As the 
door into tho North transept is close to that 
leading to tho vestries, the chapter house 
can be used as a vestry in case of a diocesan 
choir festival, for the use of the visitors. 

HEATING CHAMBER AND STORE. 

The heating chamber is under tho West 
portion of tho chapter house. Under the 
East portion is a large store. A hatch has 
been provided in the floor of the chapter 
house, so that chairs, etc., can be lowered or 
raised through it, so as to avoid having to 
carry them up or down stairs. 

STUDIES, ETC. 

Over both the Southwest and Northwest 
transepts there are chambers each 24x22 
feet, approached by tho circular stairs lead- 
ing to the gallery in tower. Ono of these 
chambers can bo used as a study, and the 
other as a library or synod office, or for any 
such purpose. 

BELLS. 

The angles the of tower have been splayed 
internally, so as to form a solid foundation 
for the bell frame, which will rest on these 
just above the level of ceiling, and is 
tupered upward and entirely independent 
of the stone work above this point. An 
aperture has been left in both lloors, to 
admit of bells being raised or lowered 
through them. 

MATERIALS. 
Walls externally will he faced with gray 
sandstone, squared and built in random 
courses, and, internally, the cut stone is of 
a bull color ; theso will, be ver" careful!" 
selected. Tho roof will bo covered with 
slate, put on over felt, with copper nails, 
the ileclio covered with copper, and all 
ridges, flashings and valleys of the same 
material. 

The ceilings throughout will be of cedar. 
The floors, except in vestries and studies, of 
wood blocks, laid on a foundation of con- 
crete ; and these, while enhancing tho ap- 
pearance of the interior, arc perfectly noiee- 
less to walk on. 

The windows aro glazed with square 
quarry glass. 

Till'. OTHER PLANS SUBMITTED. 

The second selected designs signed 
" New and Old," are certainly original in 
every way. Tho stylo might be called 
Composite-Gothic, though it runs to tho 
Late Decorated, with large flamboyant win- 
dows, and a free use of Renaissance fea- 
tures. This is tho only design which pro- 
vides a cloister, which, with a chapter 
house is in tho north-east corner. The wails 
of the uavo aisles externally have arches 
between tho buttresses and narrow windows 
with traccried heads occur in tho centre of 
these, the lower part of them being walled 
up below tho transoms. Tho pulpit is 
located on the south respond of the choir. 
Tho design, though very clever, is some- 
what fantastical, and it is open to question 
whether it would appear to advantage on 
tho present site. 

The third selected plans signed "Ars," 
though early English in style, have a 
decided leaning toward Scotch examples. 
The composition is massively handled, and 
would suit the sito very well. A central 
tower rises with imposing effect over the 
crossing. A large north porch leads into 
Hue street, and there is also a hold and 
striking porch on tho south side, and an 
octagonal chapter house iu tho southeast 
corner. The west front lias three lofty 
lancets over the main portal. Tho nave has 
an open timber roof, and the choir is cov- 
ered by a pointed barrel vault. A screen 
traccried in early decorated fashion, di- 
vides tho chancel from tho church. There 
are no cloisters. Tho architect bus shown a 
singular fondness for heavy buttresses, 
which appear to occur whoro they are un- 
necessary, as in the case of tho chapter 
house. Tho general effect, however, is well 
suited to tho sito. 

The second and third choico plans were 
prepared in England, 

Tho "Hope" plan3 are pure pointed 
flothic in design, and are excelled by none 
in massive grandeur and effect. Tho plan 
is conceived on tho idea of a central tower 
carried laterally, thus avoiding piers in the 
middle of the building. The central area 
thus obtained is very commodious. A 



semi-octagonal opso finishes tho choir. A 
circular chapter-house is situated on tho 
south Bide. Tho church prcsouts a striking 
perspective, tho central spiro being tho 
principal feature. 

" Duomo " submits plans of the 14th cen- 
tury, Gothic stylo, resembling very much a 
Colonial cathedral. Tho chief fea- 
turo is tho extensive octagonal cen- 
tral area. Instead of the central 
tower, there is a largo octagonal 
luntcru. Tho transepts, while shallow 
in tho plan, servo to mark tho base of the 
great conical roof over tho octagon. The 
lantorn litjhts aro too small to allow with 
proper effect tho ceiling of tho coffered 
dome within. Two plain towers surmount 
tho northex at tho west end. Theso aro of 
square outline without buttresses. The 
main entrances are from tho north and south 
sides. 

Theso complete tho plans prepared by 
tho English competitors. Thoso turned out 
by local architects were as follows: 

Tho "Fides," already described. Tho 
'•Non Sino Lumine," geometrical in design, 
uud resembling very much tho present 
structure. It is bold and dignified. Tho 
main entrance is on tho west, uud is sur- 
mounted by two towers of graceful 
design. The " Hebrew Motto," Early Eng- 
lish in style, is dignified and lofty, with a 
clear story and large central tower. It 
provides the singular arrangement of an 
octagonal chapter house at tho east end. 
Thero is a fine entrance through the north 
and south transept, besides tho main en- 
trance on tho west. Tho windows are plate 
tracery and the general ell'ect in tho 
perspective is very attractive. 

Tho "In Hoc Siguo Vinces" plans, two 
sets of which were furnished — more and less 
expensive — are early French in general de- 
sign, but have a square end, and tho fenes- 
tration is replete with plato tracery. The 
moro expensive set have two western bell 
turrets and a massive central tower which, 
in the altar plan, is replaced by a fleche. 
The elevations are at onco solid and grace- 
ful, and both plans Bbow tho work of a 
skilled and artistic designer. 

The " Laboraro est Orerc" plans are Early 
English in design. A heavy tower rises 
over tho cast of the south transept, with 
good effect. Tho lino western front is com- 
posed of a group of three luucets and a roso 
window in tho gable. The general harmony 
of outline is good, while tho detail is woll 
worked out. Tho whole effect is very 
pleasing. 

The " Nortliox " plans probably take their 
name from the external western porch. 
They aro Early English und geometrical in 
design. Tho main features aro the bold 
western frouc, above which rise two lofty 
towers with capital effect. There is a 
specially fine chapter house in the southeast 
corner. The light and shadow of the west 
end make a very picturesque effect. The 
clear story resembles somewhat that of the 
" Hebrew Motto " pluns. 

There are features in each of the plans 
which strongly appeal to the artistic sense, 
and the tusk of selecting must have been a 
very 'difficult one. The estimates call, for 
tho Bum of 5150,000, with ten per cent, 
added, in case of necessity, for all purposes 
of construction. It ia -v understood that 
Messrs. fvers and Keith are prepared to 
guarantee that tho carrying out of their 
plans shall not exceed this amount, which is 
the only condition placed on the acceptance 
ol the plans.

DECLARATORY AND AMENDING 
HEALTH RULES, 1832.

THEODORE Davie, \ TTTHEREAS by Order In 
AtlorneyGencralJ VV Council dated 11th 
day of July, A.D. 1SU2, and by Order in Council 
dated tho l«th day of July, 1892, Ilia Honour 
tho Lieutenant-Governor was pleased, by 
virtuo of nnd acting under tho "Health Act," 
to iasuo certuin Itules and Regulations -which 
aro styled respectively tho "Provincial Health 
Rules, 1892." and tho "Supplementary Provin- 
cial Health Regulations, 1892." 

And whereas thero may bo doubts as to tho 
truo construction and.intont of the said Rules 
and Regulations an to tho matters hereinafter 
reforred to, and it is expedient to declaro tho 
truo conatruction and intent of tho said Rules 
and Regulations na to tho said matters : 

And whereas expenao has boon and will bo 
incurred by virtuo of tho appointment of a 
Municipal Hoalth Ofllcor for tho City of Vlo. 
toria under tho said Regulations, which ex- 
penso should bo met and defrayed by tho Cor- 
poration of tho said City : 

And whereas it was and will bo necessary to 
provide proper hospital accommodations for 
porsons found within tho City of Victoria 
alllietcd with smallpox, Including tho services 
of physicians, nurses, attendant! and servants, 
and including food, bedding, clothing, medi- 
cines and other necessaries, as well as to pro- 
vide proper places and tonta for the reception 
and isolation of poruonu exposed to contagion, 
and generally to employ physicians, officers, 
men and servants, and to provido food, cloth- 
ing, bedding, medicines and other necessaries 
to secure the duo enforcement and carrying 
out of the said Rules and Regulations, as well 
(19 tho provisions of tho Consolidated Health 
By-Law, 18SU, of the said Corporation, relating 
to contagious and infectious diseases : 

And whereas tho said Corporation ought to 
meet and defray all tho expenses hereinbefore 
mentioned : 

And whereas tho Municipal authorities of 
tho eaid City are apparently unahlo or unwil- 
ling to make provision for and defray tho said 
oxpenses, and it is expedient for tho I'rovinco 
to make such provision for tho time being : 

Therefore His Honour tho Lieutenant- 
Governor has, by and with tho advice of Ilia 
Executive Council, been pleased to order ami 
declare, and it is hereby ordered and declared, 
as follows: 

1. It shall and may bo lawful for the 
Minister of Flnnnco of tho Province of 
British Columbia from time to tlmo to advance 
in tho flr3t instance, out of the Consolidated 
He venue of t ho Province, tho minis rcquisito to 
meet and defray all salaries, wages, costs or 
expenses whatsoever incurred, or to bo in- 
curred, in connection with tho treatment and 
suppression of smallpox within tho said City of 
Victoria, under the said Rules and Regula- 
tions, and under tho Consolidated Health By- 
Law, 15j!I). upon Warrants from time to time 
duly certified by tho Provincial Health Olllcor, 
or by tho Municipal Health Officer for the said 
City, appointed under tho said Regulations 
and approved by His Honour tho Lieutenant. 
Governor. 

2. The said sums shall bo a debt duo from tho 
said City of Victoria to Her Majesty, and shall 
form a charge until fully paid 'and satisfied up- 
on all tho revenues of the eaid City from what, 
ever source arising. 

:!, On the third Monday in each month, com- 
mencing with tho month of August, 1892, or on 
such other days as Bhall from time to timo bo 
designated by tho Licutenaat-Governor-in- 
Council, a statement showing tho amount so 
paid out of tho consolidated rovenuo, up to 
and Inclusive of tho dato of such Statement, 
shall bo made up and signed in duplicato by tho 
Provincial Auditor, and shall be countersigned 
by tho Miniator of Finance ; ono of such state- 
ments shall bo mailed at Victoria In a prepaid 
registered IctteraddrcBscd to tho Mayor of said 
city. 

1. If, within fourteen days from the day of 
the mailing of such letter, tho eaid City shall 
not pay into the Provincial Treasury at Vic- 
toria tho full amount shewn by such statement 
to havo been paid, the otherof such statements 
shall bo delivered to tho Sheriff for the County 
of Victoria. 

5. Tho said Sheriff shall then proceed to levy 
execution mzainat the said City for the said 
amount, in the same manner us if tho state- 
ment had been a writ of fieri facias upon a 
judgment of tho Supremo Court obtained 
against tho said City, and in tho event of his 
being unable to make tho said amount, ho 
shall havo full power and authority, In his own 
name, to suo for, receive and recover any mon- 
eys dub to tho said City, including taxes on 
real property and licenso fees, and pay- 
ment to the Sheriff' thereof shall bo a good an- 
swer in respect of any such moneys, taxes, or 
license fees, to any action or process brought 
or taken for tho recovery thereof by or on be- 
half of the said City against tho persons paying 
thesamo and such Sheriff shnl! bo, for the 
purposes of these Rules, nnd for the collection 
of moneys duo thereunder, a Receiver of all 
tho revenues of the said City, from whatever 
scurce arising, and ho shall also have tho pow- 
ers and authority conferred by sections 1)05 to 
310, both inclusive, of the " Municipal Act, 
1892 i" and the Sheriff Bhall hold tho monoys to 
bo rccovored or received by him upon trust, 
in the llrst placo, to pay or retain tlio coats of 
levying, recovering, nnd, collecting the eamo ; 
next la payment In to tho Provincial Treasury 
of tho amount so paid out of tho consolidated 
revenue, and tho remainder (if any) Bhall bo 
paid to tho said City. 

(j. Where thero is any ambiguity or uncer- 
tainly in any of tlio said Rules or Regulations 
aa to any offonco defined, or purporting 
to bo deflnod, or as to any penalty 
or punishment Imposed, or purporting to bo 
Imposed, it thall bo and bo deemed to havo 
been lawful for tho Court making a conviction 
to convict and adjudicate under section 3!) of 
tho said Rules. 

7. No conviction, order, or other proceeding, 
matter or thing mado, done, or transacted In 
or relating to tho execution of tho said Rules 
and Regulations, or of these Rules, shall ho 
vacated, quashed, or set asido for want of 
form, or bo removed or removable by certiorari 
or other writ or process whatsoever iuto tho 
Supremo Court, and no appeal shall lio la any 
caso from nny conviction to any Court by any 
process whatsoever unless tho consent in writ- 
ing of tho Attorney-Gcnoral thereto shall havo 
been llrst had and obtained. 

8. Notwithstanding anything to tho contrary 
appearing in tho said Rules and Regulations 
tho maximum term of imprisonment for any 
infraction of. or neglect of, or disobedience to, 
tho Baid Rules and Regulations that shall be 
awarded by any Court Bhall bo tho torm of 
thrco months and no more, 

9. Notwithstanding anything, in tho said 
Rules and Regulations appearing to tho con- 
trary, und subject to tho next preceding Rule, 
all penalties, whether by way of line, impris- 
onment, or otherwise named thorein shall bo 
deemed to bo the maximum penalties in 
respect of the offences for which tlu-y nro re- 
spectively imposed, and it shall bo lawful for 
Uio Court making any conviction under the 



said Rules and Regulations, having regard to 
tho circumstances of tho offonco, to award any 
less penalty than tho maximum. 

10. These Rules may bo cited as tho "Declar- 
atory and Amending Health Rules, 1892."

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A WOMAN DENTIST. 



Sho Bans Two unices and Finds Tlmo 
for Philanthropic Work. 

Dr. C. G. Turner is tho only woman 
who has passed tho board of registration 
in dentistry in New Jersey. Sho is not 
only a skillful dentist, but a remarkable 
woman in many ways, having two 
offices which sho visits daily. 

Sho is a groat humanitarian, a strong 
jidvocato of temperance and woman's 
BiuTrjjge, and is also interested in tho 
kindergartens and whatever promotes 
tho welfare of children. 

Dr. Turner was born in Ohio and edu- 
cated ia Indiana, where sho was at ono 
time a pnblio Kchool teacher. Sho went 
to Boston, where sho was graduated 
from tho kindergarten, beiug a protego 
of Sirs. Pcabody. Mrs. Turner went to 
New York, determined to take up den- 
tistry, but found that tho College of 
Dentistry in New York refused to grad- 
uate women. Sho then matriculated at 
the Women's College of tho City of New 
Y r ork. It is well known that this college 
requires a higher standard to matricu- 
late than any male college in the city. 

Mrs. Turner began her training in 
■dentistry under her husband, Dr. J. A. 
Turner. It is said sho has conquered 
every branch of dentistry, both mechan- 
ical and operative. In the morning at 
7, when tho weather is fine, sho rides tho 
tricycle for a hour; at '.) a. m. goes to 
her oflice, whero sho remains until noon, 
after luncheon taking the train and go- 
ing to her other oflice, remaining there 
until evening. 

Sho is a woman of broad mind and 
takes deep interest in all tho leading 
topics of tho day. On Sunday sho 
teaches an infant class of 100 children, 
and is also interested in improving tho 
condition of tho colored race. 

When asked if she liked dentistry, Dr. 
Turner replied, "Certainly; every wom- 
an should enter tho field for which sho

is best fitted, and whero her strongest 
inclinations lead her." When asked if 
sho met with many obstacles in her 
practico owing to her sex, sho smiled 
and replied: "Well, yes, at first; but I 
find doing good work overcomes most of 
them. One day a lady entered my oflico 
and asked, 'Is tho doctor in?' I replied, 
'I am tho doctor; can I do anything for 
you?' With a disdainful toss of tho 
head she replied, 'No, indeed; I don't 
want any woman practicing on me,' and 
departed. 

"Another time two gentlemen entered 
and asked for tho doctor. When I an- 
swered 'I am tho doctor' they looked 
ut each other in dismay. Finally one re- 
marked that ho had a tooth needing a 
little attention. I examined his teeth, 
and before ho left tho chair I had filled 
two and drawn one. PIo then said it 
was tho most satisfactory work ho had 
ever had done, and frankly admitted 
that when ho found I was a woman he 
wanted to go right out, but did not liko 
to; so decided to have ono drawn, if it 
killed him. Now this gentleman and 
all his family come to mo for their den- 
tal work, and have sent mo many cus- 
tomers. 

"My thoughts on tho 'woman' ques- 
tion? I think if women could voto many 
of our present difficulties would be at 
an end. It would make a great differ- 
ence with tho temperance question ; also 
with tho injustice in the industrial 
world. If women do the samo work as 
well as men they should bo paid for it 
at the same price. The standard of mo- 
rality would bo higher, as a man would 
ho judged by tho same standard as a 
woman, and only thoso of irreproach- 
able character would bo elected to offices 
of trust. For instance, it has been 
proved that a woman can become as 
good a dentist us a man; yet the New 
York colleges will not graduate a wo- 
man, for no other reason than that she 
is a woman. Hero again is tho Wo- 
man's college, requiring a much higher 
standard to matriculate than the male 
colleges. Why should this be? If we 
-aro capable, why not grant us equal 
rights, so long as many must dopend on 
themselves as bread winners? 

"It is all nonsense to think that a 
woman will be any tho less womanly be- 
cause treated with fairnes. Ten to one 
many would never voto unless com- 
pelled to do so to put the right man in 
for self protection. Tho more fact of 
tho privilege being theirs would bo suf- 
ficient." 

In Passaic Dr. Turner has organized 
cooking schools, sewing schools and 
kitchen gardens, as well as the kinder- 
gartens. Tho Turner drum corps is com- 
posed of proteges of tho doctor, who have 
named their baud in her lienor. Sho 
has many friends and is widely known 
throughout tho United States by those 
interested in philanthropic work of all 
kinds. It is said by her friends that sho 
devotes tho wliolo income of ono of her 
oflicca, which amounts to from $3,000 to 
* 1,000 a year, to charity in aid of chil- 
dren only.

Tho 
man tells his story; then another witty 
follow makes some absurd remark and 
a mild roar vibrates through tho room. 
I know it does mo a great amount of 
good, that minute or two of nonsenso, 
and I can go back- to work again. 1 re- 
member the story. I find myself a day 
or two later in a company of women, 
ready to yawn in ono another's faces 
for "ennui. That was • an intensely 
funny story when I heard it in tho 
newspaper office; it made all of us laugh 
till our muscles were shaken up. 1 try 
it on tho company of women, thinking 
to relievo tho monotony. What hap- 
pens? One smiles a little conventional 
wooden smile, two or three venerable 
tabbies eye mo with severo disapproval, 
and one or two probably murmur, "I 
don't seo anything funny about that." 
Tho rest simply look puzzled. I believo 
on my soul that after they havo passed 
tho giggling schoolgirl ago half tho 
well bred women in tho world think if 
is not quite ladylike to laugh. Somo- 
timcs I don't wonder that men find tho 
company of their own wives a dreary 
bore. Some admirable husbands have 
confessed to mo that they found their 
own wives rather slow just becauso the 
dear creatures never could seo a joke, 
and for this reason if for no other thoro 
was a good deal moro fun in a "stag 
racket." Women miss half tho fun of 
the world and it is their own fault. 
They often complain that men havo so 
much better times than they havo. This 
is true, but I honestly believo much of 
it is owing to tho fact that women aro 
so destitute of humor. It is something 
they can cultivate, though, and they 
ought to do it. Two good laughs are 
better than a gown from Worth. 

Not a woman on tho national commit- 
tee of tho People's party! What does 
this mean? Women, eloquent, splendid 
women, helped to found tho People's 
party. Where aro brilliant, logical 
Mary Leaso and Annio Diggs, who de- 
feated Senator Ingalls? Where is Mrs, 
Emery, of whoso book, "Seven Finan- 
cial Conspiracies," Governor St. John 
of Kansas, says, "I learned moro in re- 
lation to tho financial history of our 
country during tho past thirty years 
from it than I had ever known before" 
Whero aro bright, gentle Marion Todd 
and that southern woman, Betty Gay, 
who has shown her executive ability 
by tho success with which sho managed 
her own financial affairs? Answer mo 
these questions, O Peojilo's party! 

Tho People's party put into its plat- 
form tho demand for equal rights for 
men and women. 

Gladstone's majorities in tho British 
elections aro by no means so largo as 
tho G. O. M. expected. It serves him 
right. If ho had not written that letter 
against woman suffrage the ladies of 
tho Liberal party would havo entered 
into tho campaign with all their wom- 
an's enthusiasm and helped him roll up 
a great majority. As it was, Liberal 
ladies in somo cases actually worked 
against Liberal candidates known to bo 
opposed to woman suffrage. Women 
aro learning.

They will learn to look 
on outdoor life with different eyes and 
will gain richly in knowledge. To copy 
from chromos is no better than making 
tissue paper roses and Noah's ark sheep. 
Tho only real art development is in 
painting from nature herself.

Sho has begun a 
vigorous campaign. Many shrewd poli- 
ticians believe that sho will win on ac- 
count of her personal popularity aud 
her keen wit on tho stump.

N. H., about thirty years ago. In 1881 
sho was graduated from Bites college, 
Lowiston, Me., with tho degreo of A. li. 
Sho went west in 1887.

When 8 o'clock struck last evoning thoro 
was little more than a " corporal's guard " in 
attendance ut tho City Hall, whera tho by- 
laws to raise money for various purposes 
were to bo discussed. A few minutes after- 
wards, however, the crowd started to come 
in, and before half-past 8 tho Council Cham- 
ber was full or nearly so. 

Mayor Beavon was around promptly 
enough. So wero several of the aldermen, 
but tho meeting was nevertheless somo '20 
minutes lato in gottiug down to business. 

Then Mr. Simeon Duck was called upon 
to tako tho chair, which ho nfterwurds filled 
most acceptably. At tho outset ho ex- 
plained that lie had only ccme to tho meet- 
ing to hear the by-laws discussed, and was 
not in a position to make any remarks. Ho 
suggested the Mayor us the Brat speaker. 

Mayor Beaven was received with ap- 
plause. He suid he looked upon the hoard 
of aldermen as tho directors of a joint stock 
company, of which tho ratepayers v> ere tho 
stockholders. There was only one of the 
by-laws which he could claim to bo tho 
father of. The others, ho of course, knew 
of in his capacity of mayor and presiding 
ollicer. However, the first by-law ho would 
deal with would be that which proposed to 
raise money for the extension of the sewer- 
age system. The JliOO.OOO which was pre- 
viously voted by the ratepayers, was, ho 
explained, all expended and it would bo 
uesessary to have more funds or else tho 
work now dono would be to all intents and 
purposes useless. His own idea had been 
that the sewerage should bo dono on tho local 
improvement system, and now if tho citizens 
voted for the additional loan, ho would 
favor tho idc* of making the property im- 
proved contribute by taxes tho annual am- 
ount of the sinking fund and interest. He 
explained that tho proposed loan would bo 
for 50 years ut -1 per cent., and the interest 
and sinking fund would not be n heavy tux 
upon the property, which would he greatly 
benefitted. It would be, he thought,

that property outside the area sewered, 
should have to contribute for this improve- 
ment, and ho held out the promise 
that a local improvement by-law 
would bo passed, so arranging the 
matter, It would not take more than 



the money required would be voted in order 
that a new plant could be put in and that 
tho city should be properly and adequately 
lighted. (Applause.) 

Hon. Theodore Davio was called for, and 
when he responded was receivod with ap- 
plause, Ho suid ho had not como on the 
platform, as the Mayor had suggested, to 
diseuBB legal questions, but rather to state a 
few facts which ho proposed to prove to tho 
satisfaction of tho meeting, and ' which 
would show that certain statements mado 
by tho Mayor wero incorrect. For instance, 
tho Mayor had said that if it had not beea 
for tho injunction the Jubilee hospital 
grounds would not have been used far a 
smallpox hospital. This was contrary to 
the facts. At a meeting, called by himself 
(Mr. Divie) on July 5), of tho inedieul men 
of tho city, a resolution was pissed as 
follows : 

Moved by Hon. Thoodoro Davio. seconded 
by Dr. Powell : That in tho opinion of this 
meeting t ho infectious -ward of Jubiloo hos- 
pital should bo opened for tho troutmout of 
binallpox patients, until tho city's smallpox 
hospital is ready; the city supplying medical 
attention, nurses and all necessaries, and being 
responsible to the Board of Directors, ect.. * 
" • nnd that tho directors bo roqucsted to 
comply with tho regulations. 

This was before the injunction was ap- 
plied for or grunted. It (the injunction) 
was issued in the afternoon somo hours after 
the meeting of medical men. But on dis- 
cussing the matter with Dr. Richardson, 
the resident physician, and others, it was 
decided by the directors and medical officers 
of the Jubilee Hospital that the infectious 
discuse ward would not bo a suitable placo 
to placa smallpox patients. Then tho 
scheme for using tho grounds whero tho 
quarantine hospital is at present was de- 
vised by the hospital medical men and Mr. 
Uaviea tho president, and a meeting waeheld 
that Saturday afternoon at which thoro wero 
present. Mayor Beaven, Dr. Milne, Dr. D*vio, 
Supt. Hussey, Mr. Joshu i Davies, Mr. W. J. 
Taylor; city barrister, and himself (Mr. Davie) 
The scheme was laid beforo Mayor Beaven, 
who for over an hour eombatted it, and it 
was only by dint of hard persuasion, and 
almost bullying on tho part of Borne who 
were present, that tho Mayor finally con- 
sented to tako hold and then ho entered 
into the agreement with Mr. Joshuu Davies, 
President of tho Hospital, who at onco gave 
directions to Mr. Chas. Hayward to go on 
with the work. As ho (Mr. Davie) was in- 
formed, tho Mayor had afterwards repented 
of his bargain and went to Mr. Hay ward and 
haggled with him ubout the price of lumber 
and how much should bo used in the build- 
ing (laughter and applause) About tho 
regulations which Mayor Beaven had de- 
clared wero unnecessary, all ho had to say 
was to quote from tho Times, Muyor 
Heaven's own organ, which, when tho regu- 
lations were issued, said : 

" Tho sensiblo regulations issued by the Gov- 
ernment will soon cause small pox to be a thing 
of tho past." 

And now these same regulations wero de- 
clared useless and unnecessary ! When 
they wero issued there wero 42 cases of 
smallpox in the city, now thero wero none, 
and had been none for over 10 days — this, 
too, duo to tho wise enforcement of tho 
very regulations the mayor now was so loud 
in condemning. But of thesq matters

at present adopted, but what use 
sewer be in tho centre of the street without 
connections, which ho thought should bo 
mado with judgment and discretion. The 
work of making tho connections should be 
dono as tho work progressed and after this 
was dono the atrcels could be repaired and 
improved. 

Tho next by-law in magnitude was one 
sanctioning tho expenditure of S100.000 for 
hospital purposes. Ho and tho aldermen 
had felt this year more especially that tho 
city should have some place where they 
could treat their own caBes, especially cases 
of infectious diseases. He recalled the pro- 
position made by the city to purchaso tho 
Jubileo Hospital, and regretted that tho 
directors had not seen their way clear to 
accept. The Jubilee Hospital was already 
in debt and always dependent upon tho 
tender mercies of those who wore charitably 
disposed. He thought it was a most extra- 
ordinary thing thateverynno who gave §5 to 
tho Hospital should be considered a stock- 
holder, that too of an institution with an 
unlimited liability. He thought tho city 
should have tho management of ail their 
institutions alone and undivided, and then 
theso institutions would bo just as well run 
as wero tho Firo Department and tho Police 
force. Ho thought it 

A MOST EXTRAORDINARY THING 
that a city tho aizo of Victoria should not 
have had a piece of ground on which to 
have erected a smallpox hospital. No one, 
he said, would be so wicked ua to misrepre- 
sent him in regard to the smallpox, but 
somo people wero laboring under a delusion 
as to what the City Council had done. 
They had not gono about shouting frow the 
housetops of what they were doing, but all 
tho city pfftcials had been on the alert to 
guard against tho smallpox. They hud not 
called a meeting of doctors or put an adver- 
tisement in the nowspapers to drive people 
out of the city, but had gone actively to work. 
Ho reviewed the trials and difficulties with 
injunctions, oto. , which had beset the 
Council in their work, and protested vehe- 
mently that the aldermen wero not to blame 
for the spread of the disease. The idea of 
using a portion of the Jubileo Hospital 
grounds had been suggested ut tho meeting 
of medical men held at Hon. Mr. Davie's 
privato office, and later on in the same day 
President Davies had mado a proposition, 
which had been concurred in by Dr. Davio 
and agreed to by tho city. This settled 
the whole business, and thero was no great 
credit to bo taken by tho Government for 
having suppressed the smallpox, for, when 
the buildings were provided and the money 
was provided, thero was not very much 
moro to be done. Ho thoroughly endorsed 
Dr. Milne in his management of tho small- 
pox cases, and censured tho (lovorHinent 
for what be termed its interference. He 
blamed the Government for the quarantine 
which had been declared against Victoria, 
They had 

MADE TOO MUCH NOISE 

about the smallpox in the way of issuing 
health regulations, etc., which were en- 
tirely unnecessary. The by-law was for 
the purposo of providing a hospital whero 
infectious diseases such as smallpox could 
bo treated, and also where the indigent poor 
could bo treated when sick. Infectious 
diseases would always bo imported from 
China and Japan, and this was another 
phase of the Chineso question. 

Dealing briefly with tho health by-law, 
he said ho had no doubt that every citizen 
would wish to see all tho debts of tho city 
honorably paid, no matter under what cir- 
cumstances those dobts had been incurred. 
The Klectric Light by-law would bo dealt 
with by tho chairman of the Klectric Light 
committee. Tho Library by-law ho brielly 
explained, nnd said he hoped it would carry. 
In conclusion, ho said he was only a Ly- 
man, but if the Attorney General wanted to 
discuss nny Questions of law or anything of 
that kind, why ho would be only too glad 
to accommodate him. (Applause.) 

Aid. McKillieun, in response to repeated 
calls, took the platform to explain tho elec- 
tric light by-law, which, he said, had been 
ably set forth in an article in Thursday 
morning's Colonist. Ho sincerely hoped 



discussion, which he (Mr, Davie) regretted, 
as the meeting wus not culled to discuss 
politics or to discuss what had been done 
by tho city or by tho Govornment, but 
rather to discuss certain by-laws put 
forward for tho purposo of raising money. 
There were only two of these by-laws he 
proposed to discuss. One of them was to 
raise $75,000 to pay off the smallpox ex- 
penses. Up to the present date the ex- 
penses of the Jubilee Hospital and of tho 
Ross Bay station were only about ?1 5,000 
for one and $7,500 for the other, amounting 
in all to $22,500. 

The other expenses wero those of the 
Albert Head atatio and general expenses of 
the Corporation, and would not in all pro- 
bability exceed some $10,000 or $15,000. 
Whero then was tho rest of the money to bo 
spent ? The citizens wero not stingy about 
voting money when it was needed, but they 
bad a distinct and decided right to know 
what the money was for. He (Mr. Davit) 
had been accused of being an uutoorat. If 
that charge against him meant that ho had 
issued stringent regulations to wipe 
nut the smallpox, and had en' 
forced th^m, then it was true ho 
was an autocrat. If that charge 
meant that when working men had been 
employed by tho city, he (Mr. Davie) and 
the Government of which ho was tho leader, 
bad slopped in and insisted that they 
should be paid fcr their work, and paid 
promptly, then he was an autocrat. (Ap- 
plause). And if autocracy meant that tho 

gencies us the one just experienced in the 
smallpox outbreak and protect the interests 
and tho health of the people, then the Gov- 
ernment had been autocratic, and should 
ever there arise again like circumsanees, 
ho hoped they would be again autocratic, 
and the people would wish them to be so. 
(Ap plause). 

As to the hospital by-law, lie was out 
and-out apposed to it, for another hospital 
was not needed. Ho quoted statistics show- 
ing that 155 non-paying persons had beer, 
treated at the Jubileo Hospital siuci>. that 
institution was opened) and declared it to 
bo a fact worthy af spcoinlnote that neither 
at the .1 ubllee nor yet at St. Joseph's Hospital 
had uny worthy poor patient ever yet been 
refused admittance or treatment. There 
was no need for another hospital, and this 
by-law, he thought, should bo defeated. 
(Applause. ) 

Mayor Heaven was nccorded permission 
to make a reply. He started out with tho 
statement that lio admired tho sublime 
check of the Premier, who didn't know what 
ho was talking about, and just wanted to 
put tho sheriff in charge of tho property of 
the citizens (tremendous applause. ) Ho de- 
fied the Premier to contradict the statement, 
'i'ho corporation had concluded to pay tho 
$1200 which the Government had already 
advanced, and so save tho city from tho 
sheriff and got rid of tho Premier. 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied, showing that tho 
Government had not yet asked the city for 
a refund of any money puid out in settle- 
ment of bills due by the city, and not hav- 
ing cent in the bills the third Monday in 
August could not now do so until the third 
Monday in next month, and payment would 
only bo necessary 14 days after that. By 
that timo tho exact amount of expenses 
would be known, and there would be ample 
time to submit a by-law for tho correct 
figure. 

Mayor Beaven again spoke. It 
was all well enough now, ho Baid, for tho 
Premier to say that ths Government was 
willing to lot tho money stand, but if so, 
why did he writo to him (Mr. Beaven) Bay- 
ing that if tho money was not paid, he 
would collect it under tho regulations ? 
(Cheers, applause and hisses). 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that so the money 
would he collected, fourteen days after the 
third week in September, according to the 
regulations. 

Mayor Beaven continued, urging that the 
solo motive of the Premier was to put the 
sheriff in possession of tho city buildings, 
und to get tho city into litigation. (Laugh- 
ter). Ho admitted having hesitated very 
much in making any arrangement* 
for tho treatment of smallpox patlenti 



in the Jubileo Hospital grounds because ho 
waa afraid the City Council would not kavo 
sufficient control of tho management. Ab 
to hia haggling with Mr. Hayward about 
tho prico of the building to be erected on 
tho Jubilee grounds, be had dono nothing of 
the kind. Ho had Bimply asked Mr. Hay- 
ward, while the building was being put up, 
how many feet of lumber it would contnin, 
(laughter) just so that he could have it in 
bii mind (laughter) and not with the inten- 
tion of restricting tho work in any way 
(renewed laughter.) 

Aid. Baker, beforo speaking to the Sew- 
erage by-law, Baid ho couid not understand 
why tho Mayor had called this public meet- 
ing, except that he had hud a "boil on his 
stomach." He opposed the Sewerage by- 
law and tho Electric Lighting by-lay, and a 
couplo of others, which ho did not mention, 
but said he would vote against. He op- 
posed tho Soweragts by-law, becauso the con- 
nections had not been put in as the work 
was being done. 

Contractor McBeau : How would you put 
in the connections without any by-law 
authorizing tho work I 

Aid. Baker — I would have had them put 
in anyway. 

A voice— Suppose you got tho $300,000 
you want now, how would you do tho work, 
by day labor or by contract '! 

Aid. Baker— Well I would not give the 
contract to McBean, any way. 

Contractor McDonald, who figured on the 
work originally, suid that at tho rate the 
present work on tho sewers had cost, it 
would tako not $.'100,000 but three or four 
times that amount to comploto it. He 
figured out that lie could have done tho 
work much more cheaply than tho contrac- 
tor had dono. 

Dr. Sproule spoke. 

Dr. Davio was loudly called for and re- 
sponded. He recalled tho fact that when 
Mayor Heaven was elected thero wero a 
great many who had hoped that theso 
money by-laws would not come up bo regu- 
larly, but they seemed to come just the 
same. He, however, hoped tho electric 
light and library by-laws would carry, and 
also that tho money would bo voted to con- 
tinue the work on the sowers, although ho 
would say he wss opposed to the 
system of making the main drain and 
the connections at two different 
times. He thought tho City Council 
Were making a mess of the sewerage busi- 
ness. He hud beou told that the Council 
merely wanted to get rid of Contractor Mc- 
Bean and tho sewerage commissioners, and 
would then do »ho work by day's work. As 
to tho hospital by-law, tho boat thing to bo 
done wus to vote it down. No poor person 
had ever been refused admission to St. 
Joseph's Hospital or to tho Jubilee Hos- 
pital, and thero was no need for a City Hos- 
pital further than for a receiving station, 
with 10 or lii beds. Ho opposed 
tho Health By law on the ground that it 
would be neither safe nor wise to put 
$75,000 into tho hands of tho City Council 
when not half that sum would likely be 
needed. Tho timo to bring this by-law 
before the people was when all tho bills 
wero paid and the smallpox wiped out, as 
al! hoped it would bo in a very abort 
time, 

Mr. Marchant opposed the hospital by- 
law and supported the others in a lengthy 
speech, during which bo was much inter- 
rupted by cat-calls, jeers, jibes ami yells. 
The mooting finally broke up in disorder, 
and the janitor put out the lights.

A DANGEftoUS GANG 

Of Thieves Supposed to be at Work In Vic- 
toria, Who Include Housebreaking 
in Their Programme/ 

Within tho past forty-eight hours the 
police have received almost conclusive evi- 
dence that Victoria is being made tho base 
of operations by some organized gang of 
thieves, who have probably drifted over 
from the lower Sound cities. 

One after another complaints of potty pil- 
fering have come in, and among these re- 
ports are at least two which show a deter- 
mination to attempt tho more dangerous 
occupation of house-breaking. 

The cases referred to aro tho complaint 
of a drayman employed at '25 Cormorant 
street, where ho had left a trunk 
filled with valuable clothing, thinking that 
they would be safer there than at the placo 
where ho was stopping. Night beforo last 
tho ollico wus entered by somo person or 
persons unknown, and tho trunk stolen. As 
yet no clue has been discovered which 
would tend to throw any light on tho 
robbery. 

The second case was out on Putman 
street on tho same night. Hero somo one 
made several attempts to outer a privato 
dwelling, and only ceased operations when 
tho movements of tho inmates warned them 
that thoy had been discovered, upon which 
they made off in hot haste. A policeman 
was sent out last night to tho locality, for 
the purpose of making a haul, in case the 
attempt should be repeated. 

The gang, if it bo one, are evidently not 
above tho rolling of a drunk. Yesterday a 
man named Smith complained to tho police 
that a companion of his had probably been 
robbed in a store saloon. lie stated that to 
his knowledge his friend had somo $10 in 
cubIi on his person during tho evening. But 
on returning, after a short absence, he dis- 
covered that his friend hud lost bis money, 
but was too drunk to givo uny very lucid 
explanation of how tho robbing hsd hern 
done. Tho police are working on the case 
and express 'a determination to bunt out tho 
gung and make this place entirely too warm 
to comfortably hold the thieving outfit.

To TUB EDITOR, — I have heen employed 
for somo time past at the Jubileo quaran 
tine hospital and wus lust week discharged, 
there heing no further need of my services 
Having been thoroughly familiar with all 
that has heen dono in this station, I wish to 
state publicly for the information of thoso 
who may ho interested in the matter, that 
nowhere iu the world (and 1 huve had a 
long experience with smallpox in Hongkong 
and elsewhere) do the patients receive such 
untiring care and attention as at the 
Jubileo station. Dr. Hichardson could not 
do too much for anyone. He was busy from 
morning till mj;ht doing something here 
and something there to alleviate pain and 
suffering or to promote comfort and give re- 
lief. Those young Indies who aro there as 
nurses are heroines and have shown 
since the smallpox outbreak what 
genuine bravo women they are. Why, 
besides looking after the patients at all 
hours of the day and night, the way they 
nursed and tended tho little children who 
were down with tho disease was most touch- 
ing. I have seen them feeding tho little 
ones with a spoon at midnight and at 2 
and 3 o'clock in tho morning. Littlo tots, 
almost too small to ask for what they 
wanted, were cured for by thoso nurses as 
if they had heen their own children, for no 
mother could huve dono moro for her own. 
All honor to them. They deserve the 
thanks not only of tho patients themselves 
but of every resident of the city. Not only, 
too, wus the nursing good, but the general 
conduct of tho hospital wus first class in 
every way, and theso fucts cannot be mado 
too well known hero and elsewhere.

THE SEWERAGE BY-LAW. 

To Tim EDITOR, — As considerable doubt 
exists in the minds of a number of citizens as 
to the purpose for which tho proposed by-law 
for $.'100,009 is to he used and what portion 
of the draiiiugo system of tho City of Vic- 
toria is to lio constructed with this second 
loan, would it not be well for tho Board of 
Aldermen to take the public into their con- 
fidence and enlighten them as to the differ- 
ent districts that are to receive tho benefit 
of this additional expondituro for sowerage 
purposes ? 

Now, sir, if tho ratepayers of the James 
Bay peninsula receive tho assurance that 
say §100,000 of this proposed loan is to ho 
devoted to laying the main sewers in their 
streets, so that they may obtain efficient 
drainage for their residences, thus ensuring 
the health of the members of their families, 
thoy will almost to a unit voto in the af- 
firmative. 

Moreover, if the residents of Bock Bay, 
tho Work estate, Spring Ridge, and Vic- 
toria West are likewise promised that $100,- 
000 shall be devoted towards granting them 
relief from the present unsanitary condition 
of their otherwise delightful dwellings, they 
also will endeavor to pass tho by-law. 

Tho estimate of Jir. Mohan, tho drainage 
engineer, presented to the Hoard of Alder- 
men some timo ago, Btated that §90,000 
would bo ample to completo the present 
contract. This apportionment would thus 
dispose of the whoio of tho abovo proposed 
loan of 8300,000, and tho city of Victoria 
could then point with prido to her drainage 
system »6 bcjrg fully up to modern ideas 
and requirements. 

A careful perusal »f the by-law as pub- 
lished in the press would indicate that tho 
important residential localities mentioned 
above have been entirely overlooked in tho 
present or tension of the drainage works, and 
tho money which should liavo been devoted 
to securing to all tho citizens of Victoria 
equal rights and benefits in sanitary mat- 
ters is intended to be spent in putting house 
connections for the people fortunately lo- 
cated in the favored district mentioned in 
the " by-law." If Alderman Hunter's very 
valuable Local Improvement By-law wero 
passed ky the Board of Aldermen and put 
in operation, then an ordinance compelling 
property owners to connect thoir dwellings 
with tho BBwers at present laid would have 
tho very great advantage of permitting the 
work to be dono as required, and enable the 
wholo sowerago woritB to bo thoroughly 
tested tkroughout tho coming winter.
